They were dispersed by 
9 gyard. with drswn gun. shortly after 
the trap had been sprung.

The Times docs not propose to blame. Mr. Ben¬ 
nett for nil the economic ills from which Canada is 
suffering. This would be unfair. But he stands 
charged with the responsibility for policies which have 
very substantially reduced the Dominion's business 
with the outside world. His government virtually 
wiped out a trade with New Zealand worth nearly 
#40,000.000. His tariff tinkering has caused thirty 
out of the seventy countries with which Canada trades 
to increase their customs duties against Canadian 
goods 

These policies which Mr. Bennett has pursued 
have seriously aggravated the country's unemployment 
problem. They have contributed materially to the 
difficulties through which the two great transporta¬ 
tion companies are passing. It wrs necessary for the 
government to float its National Service Loan of 
#150.000.000 in consequence of the effect of these 
policies. They will rightly be held mainly responsible 
for the flotation of another loan before very long. 

When Mr. King left office he left more than 
#40,000.000 in the treasury. Hu government had 
a record of lax reduction, debt reduction, goodwill 
between the nations with which Canada was trading, 
with prosjsects of still further expansion on the prin¬ 
ciple of economic give-and-take. 

What has happened since? The number of un¬ 
employed persons is at least twice as large as it was 
ui the summer of 1930. Revenues have fallen alarm¬ 
ingly; taxation has been increased. A very large de¬ 
ficit has had to be made up by borrowing. Another 
loan is coming; taxation will bc increased again. Trade 
has been cut in half. Vj 

We might remind our contemporary that the gov¬ 
ernment which it supports across James Bay is tear¬ 
ing its hair because the administration at Ottawa will 
not pay as much for unemployment relief in British 
Columbia as it promised to T pay. To put it bluntly, 
the Tolmie administration .frankly thinks it has been 
double-crossed by the Bennett government. The 
reason the Bennett government can not send any more 
money to the Tolmie government u became it has 
not got it. 

Thia is not a theory; it is a condition. Jl will 
grow worse unless Mr. Bennett changes his policies.

After following the road far a abort distance 
we turned ln toy a path leading to the old 
B.CXJt. Company's pit. and here we came on an 
opening of the young first and cedars where tha 
gram and hertmge was white with hoar-frost. 
When It ta borne In mind that It waa by now 
afternoon, that tha place waa open, and that 
nowhere else either then or later did we aea any 
sign ot frost, th. air being. Indeed, angularly mild 
and pleasant, th* occurrence of Ice-crystal* in 
thu tittle sroodlrnd space waa remarkable 

Wa next took the road to the Bute hart Gar¬ 
dena. and were thus enabled to examine tha con¬ 
tact between the dlorlte and tha volcanic rocks

talc had bean developed ln small quantity. Than 
turning south by tha deserted track wa passed 
by tha flooded workings tn tha Button limestone.
